The board will handle routine 
permits and was instituted to 
allow the Planning Commission 
more time for work on the 
General Plan and in updating city 
codes.

Finnell announced Friday that 
action on the Atwood annexation 
was completed and the 
annexation certified by the 
Secretary of State November 20, 
making the 539 acre area part of 
the city as of that date. 

Action was taken without 


publicity in October to give two 
readings to the ordinance 
approving the annexation 
following the lifting September 2, 
of the stay order which had 
preventing completion of action 
when a suit was filed in March.

PLACENTIA - Site 
development approval for an 
apartment development on the 
southwest corner of Angelina and 
Chapman was granted by the City 
Council Tuesday evening after 
several changes had been made by 
the developer Income Property 
Services. 

The Council required that the 
developer install a red tile roof 
instead of shake and that he plant 
trees in the garage areas to break 
up the long row of carports. 

Mayor Robert Finnell 
proclaimed Veterans Day 
November 11 to specifically 
honor Americans missing in action 
or prisoner of war in Indo-China. 

Finnell urged all citizens to 
write letters to North Vietnam 
requesting humane treatment of 
prisoners. He added that Gordon 
George of the Southern California 
Water Company has more 
information and petitions that can 
be signed by interested citizens. 


Council men received a sister 
city report from former 
councilman Vic Michel 
recommending that the program 
be continued, that studies be 
implemented to look for another 
sister city in addition to 
Tlaquepaque, and that the sister 
city committee be made an 
official committee of the city. 

A committee of councilman 
Richard Demmer, Michel and 
Finnell was appointed to study 
the recommendations. 

Council men also requested a 
study on the possibility of having 
street numbers painted on curbs 
throughout the city. So far this 
has been done without 
organization by private groups. 
Emergency services had 
complained that many times 
street numbers could not be 
found.

Board OK’s Program To Begin 
Agreement 


PLACENTIA - The Board of 
Education of the Placentia 
Unified School District approved 
the Architectural Agreement to 
construct the so-called Fairmont 
Elementary School. 

Mr. Frank Burciaga, Vice 
President of the League of United 
Latin American Citizens, read a 
letter in which he asked the Board 
to investigate an incident 
involving physical contact 
between a teacher and two 
students at Valencia High School. 
A request was also made to review 
all aspects of student discipline at 
the school. The members of the 
Board urged the parents and 
L.U.L.A.C. to pursue this 
occurance through Dr. Tansey, 
the principal. 

In further action the Board 
established the 1970-71 Ethnic 
Ad Hoc Advisory Committee with 
the modification of one member 
per attendance area instead of two 
and four members of PUEA. 

The Board approved 
participation in the “Civic 
Education Project—Understanding 
the Law’’ program. 
Approximately ten teachers will 
attend sessions starting early 
1971. 


YORBA LINDA -The 
Recreation Departments nature 
study program will begin 
Wednesday, December 3, and will 
run five weeks. 

The activity will feature both 
field trips and lab work and will 
encompass study in three areas, 
Yorba Linda Hills (chaparral). 
Carbon Canyon (woodland) and 
along the river. 

On field trips (at least one each 
week) the participants have a 
variety of activities including 
trapping and/or identifying such 
different animals as mammals, 
reptiles, insects and birds. Also, 
the nature studiers will identify 
important edible plants and 
discover their uses while in the 
field. Finally, Field trip activities 
will include identifying the homes 
(nests, burrows, etc.) of the 
animals. 

In the lab the participants will 
prepare plants and also learn the 
techniques of preserving the 
various animals. In addition, they 
will view slides and listen to tapes 
on animals not found in the field. 

'The Nature Study program will 
run two and three days weekly, 
meeting after school and on 
Saturday morning. Participants 
must furnish their own 
transnnrt.ation both to the lab and 


to field trip locations. Lab work 
will be at Yorba Linda Junior 
High School. 

The registration fee for the 
entire five weeks is $10. 
Interested persons may contact 
Jack Horn at Yorba Linda Junior 
High School or call Ken Sparks 
524-5000. After 6 p.m. call 
538-8923. 

Registration is for junior high 
and high school age persons and is 
limited to 20 minimum and 25 
maximum on a first-come, 
first-serve basis.

light. There is only minor 
damage to her car and, at 
the time, no one seems to 
be hurt. However, later in 
the day she develops a 
headache and begins to 
notice a dight stiffness in 
her neck.
